gor agreat way on his Journey , and had 
joyried bim in Company with a great many 
Pilprims, who were going likewiſe the 
fame way , and intending for the fame 
place with himſelf, having all of them 
rheir Faces ſer Sioni-ward, And lo'I beheld 
an Ambaſſador come from the *King of 
Kings, and inviting themin his Name tg 
a-Royal and Plenriful Feaſt , where they all 
fare down art a well fpread Table , Richly 
furniſhed wirh all manner of Varieties, and 
plentifully ftored with all the Dalicacies of 
the Goſpel, all which were- ſerved up in 
ſeveral Diſhes, and the' firſt which 1iaw 
ſeron the Table was a Repreſentation of a 
Broken , aBleedinp , and a Dying Jeſus 
whoſe Face althoughit were fairer than the 
Children of Men, was defiled wih Spittles 
braiſed with Blows and Buffetings , «nd 
coyered over with a Purple Gore; \whoſe 
Head which was white as Snow , and like 
the pureſt Wool , was Crowned with 
Thoros , the points whereof wear beatett 
down intc his Head with Reeds, aid there= 
by borch H.ad and Hair Died ina Saoguine 
Red, whole Eyes which uſed to- be Infi- 
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nitely brighter rhan the Flames of Fire, and 
ſparkle more thanthe Richeti Diamonds , 
now ſwam in Tears, were dim with Blood, 
and darkened at the approaci of Cruel 
Death ; whoſe Mouth and Lips, although 
they were wont to ſpeak as never Man 
ſpake, were now grown Pale and Wan 
with ſtrokes, grim with Dearth , and im- 
bittered by the Gall and Vinegar which he 
Drank 5 whoſe Arms wherewith he uſed 
to Fathom the World , and Imbrace all the 
Powers of the Uniyerſe, were now diſt- 
Tained and ftretched on rhe Croſs ; and his 
Shoulders, by the ſtrength whereof he up- 
held the rottering Creation , was beaten 


' andlaſhed with Knotry Cords and Whips, 


and when ſo Bruiſed and Wounded there- 
by , that it would haye drawn Tears from 
the -Dryeſt Eyes, and haye moved the 
Hardeſt and moſt Obdurate Heart ro Pity 
and Commiſeration to behold ir, he was in» 
forced notwithſtanding ro bear a Heavy 
Croſs, whereon himſelf was to be Orucifi- 
ed; whole Hands, whereby the Worlds 
were made, and with which he formed 
the curious Frames and Fabricks of Hea- 
ven and Earth ; and his Feer , which uſed 
ro moye ſo ſwittly to bring Pardon and Re- 
liefrothe Condemned and the Miſerable, 
were now Bored and pierced through , and 
by Inhumane and Salyage Trayrors Cruel-

whoſe Heart, which was neyer polluted 
nor defiled, and was the very Spring and 
Fountain of Mercy and Loye , was now 
pierced and wounded with a Spear ; and 
thoſe Bowels , which Yearned with pity , 
and Rouled with Compaſſion towards 0+ 
thers, whenin Diſtreſs and Miſery, were 
now dried up for want of Moiſture, and 
pained and Torrured with ftraining pulls, 
and the extremity of his 'Torments , and 
even broken and rent a ſunder by his dying 
pangs. Sorthat from Head to Foot , there 
was no part free ; bur methoughts he ap= 
peared covered all oyer with Blood; his 
Face was ſadly Mortified, and numerous 
ſtreams of Blood flowed from the ſeyeral 
Wounds the Crown of Thorns had made 
in his Guilrleſs Head ; his Eyes looked 
Watery and Red , his Mouth Wan and 
ale» his Arms were Diftorted , -and his 
lesh bear and torn from his Shoulders, his 
Hands and his Feet were Boared , his 
Heart-ſtrings broken , and his Bowels dri- 
ed up and clung together z his Wounded 
Side ranlike a Fountain of Blood , the Sa- 
cred Streams whereof was indued with 
ſuch a Cleanfing Verrue, that being ſprink= 
led on the pilgrims , they were preſently 
waſhed thereby from all their pollutions , 
and adorned wirh a wonderful Beautie 
G 2 and 
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and withal, ſo powerful 
and perſwaſiye , that upon the very fight 
thereot the Eternal forgave them their Io- 
iquities: The VVound. in his Side, from 
whence this Fountain of Blood iſſued , was 
ſo large and open, that as ſome oi the Gueſts 
afterwards told me , they could through ic 
look into his Breaſt, and ſee the pantings 
of his Heart, the whole whereof they al. 
fared me » was Compoſed of Loye. The 
next Courſe I aw ſerved up , was a Dish 
of Goſpel Myſteries , every one whereof 
containzd and bad incloſed in it a Sacred 
Wonder , the number whereof was ſo 
great , that my Memory was not able to 
containthem , and having forgotten ma-* 
ny of them my ſelf , I cannor relate them 
to you; bur ſuch of them whereof I took 
a more particular notice , and wherewirh 1 
found my Hearr more than ordinarily af- 
tected, were as follow : The Firtt Myitery 
I remember which offcred it ſelf ro view , 
was God manifeſted in the Flesh , which bes 
ing. opened by the Steward of the Feaſt, 
the Sacred Wonders incloled therein ( for 
there was more than one contained in this 
Myſtery ) plainly offered themſelves to the 
view of the Beholders. And it contaitied, firſt 
a VVonder of Righteouſneſs, Juſtice, & ſe- 
yerity in that theErernal would not ſpare bus 
puniſh Sin; although upon hisowa & only

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Son, re fats he Gui thereof was 
nor contracted by him, bur only imputed 
to him... The Second VVonder , was a 
VVonder of VViſdom , whereby the Eter- 
nal had made Light ro ſpring our of Dark 
neſs, Life out of Death, Gain out of Loſs 

Bleſſing out of a Curſe , and Victory our of 
an Overthrow , and brought about many 
other glorious and incredible things by ab- 


folure Cntrarieries; As the rificg of the - 


VVorld by the fallot irs Upholder : The 
richesof his people by the poverty of rheir 
Inricher z and the falneſs and glory ofrhe 
Saints , by the emprineſs and shame of ' rhe 


King of $ainrs. The Third VYonder, was - 


a VVonder of Mercy , tn that the Erernal , 
notwithſtanding he ſhut his Ears ,and hard- 
ened his Heart againſt the Cries and Ine 
rreaties of his own Son , when he fubmif- 
fvely begged of him , Father if it be ty 
Will le: ths Cup paſs from me , ſhould yer 


open his Ear to , and receive the Cries of 


Sinners , who had Conſpired and Rebelled 
againſt him, The Fourrh VVonder was a 


 VVonder of Love: A VVonder of Loye ! 


Ah that was a VVonder indeed , and there 
was more VVealth and Sweerneſs contains 
ed rherein , and the fight of ir afforded 
more ſatisfaction & delight than the Blunt» 
nels of my pen will permit me to Deſcribe. 
Furſt, The cater Love of the Ererpals 
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232 "The Second Part of 
the Everlaſting Father of the Prince of 
Peace, in providing ſuch an admirable way 
for rhe Saving of Sinners, and the making 


them who were by Nature Children of his 


Everlaſting Wrath , Children of his Dear- 
eſt Loye by Grace , and the parting with, 
and piving up his own Eternal Son, who 
had never offended him, to become a Sacri- 
fice and a Ranſome for loſt and undone 
Mankind, who were Strangers and Ene- 
mies , and had eyer Rebelled againſt him. 
Secondly , the Wonderful Love of the 
Bleſſed Redeemerin conſenting to give him 
ſelf, his Blood, his Life, his Soul a Ran- 
ſom for his People , toRanſom them from 
Everlaftin 
Hand of Juſtice, purchaſe for them an Es

that he ſhould Indulge them in his Boſom,

ecpted by him, notwirhſtanding. ghey had . 
megleMted and ftood out fo long againſt 
.him', and had refuſed and lighted ſo many 


offers and tenders which bad been made 
by him, ©&c. The nexr Courſe wasof Mylti- 
plied Pardons, and Plentious Redemption, 
ready prepared for , and freely beſtowed 
upon Relenting and Returning Sinners , 
and reiterated Pardons and Forgiveneſs for 
thoſe unwary Pilgrims, who had through 
overſight neglected to keep up their watch, 
and by reaſon of the. preyalency of their re- 
maimng Corruprion , tallen into ſome un- 


due practices againſt the King, contrary to . 


the fercled bent and inclinations of their 
Hearts , which were always Conſtant and 
Loyalto him. The laſt Courſe which 1 
ſaw ſerved up , was Unchangeable Love , 
brought tothe Table , and Flanded down 
and Conveyed to them in an unalterable and 
an Eyerlaſting Coyenant » ordered in all 
things and ſure, And for the bexter pleaf.

And now I ſaw upon this Reconciliati- 
on, the Eternal Spirit, who' was the Di- 
rector , Relieyer and Cc mforter of his 
Soul , returnto himagain, being fent from 
the Redeemer, to acquaint him with , and 


_ afſurehim of thar Reconciliation , which 


he had by his efficacious and prevailing Me» 
diation procured for bim , with his Fa. 
ther , and to fill and feaſt his Soul with 
comfort , joy and conſolation upon that ac- 
count , and afliſt him in rhe preſerving him- 


ſelf in the Divine favour for the furure; 


whereupon I heard him break forth into 
ſuch ſweer and Heayenly Expreflions as 
theſe, Lord , (aid he y how infinite is thy 
Condeſcention , and how wonderful is thy 
Loye! How unfathomable is thy Mercy ? 
And how unwearied is thy Patience / O thar 
ever {uch a Backfliding wretch, {uch a 
worthleſs Worm, ſuch a Rebel, Traytor 
and Prodigal asmy.felt , should be _ re- 
ceived ro Mercy { O what a wonder *cis,

ordered, and directedin all things , accord- 
ing to the pleaſure of thy will : In order 
whereunto, I do with all humble Boldneſs 
and firm Reſolution , lay hold of thee , O 
my God ! and of that Covenant which thou 
haſt made with me, both as my happineſs , 
and my ſatery, my portion and my ſtrengtiz 


' roo. And thou, and the Covenant, which 


thou haſt made with me, and now renewed 
to me , shall be thar Rock whereon I will 
build all my confidence and hopes; and 
make the ſtay of my Heart and the ſnppore 
of my Soul ; that hall be the very life of

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my joyes, and the joy even of my life ir ſel fg 
wherel will for ever ſit and Sing, under the 
Shadow of thy branches with great de- 
tight , and thy fruit shall be ſweet to my 
raſt, Thete, even there, I will behold the 
Glory of thy Face , and view the ravishing 
Beauty of thy Councenance, and ſariare 
my Love- fick Soul with rhe matchleſs 
Greatneſs and Brayery , treeneſs , ({weet- 
neſs, and redundancy cfthy Joy. 

And now methoughts Ifaw him go for- 
ward in his Pilgrimage with more ſpeed 
and diligence than ever, and with ſuch an 
additionof ftrength , that notwithſtanding 
he mer with innumerable diſcouragements, 
and every ſtep brought him into new and 
more threatening dangers, both from Earth 
and Heil, which with one accord united 
and banded together to obſtruct and rerard 
his paſlage ; yer he couragiouſly trampled 
them under toor , andwirh eaſe and facility, 

aſled through them rowards the promiſed 
nd. And now after he had marched 
thus rejoycing and triymphing in God for 
ſome rime, I {aw an Embatlador come from 
the King of Kings, and invite him, with 
many other Pilgrims, whom he had now 
overtaken again, to anoble and ſplendid 
Feaſt, ar the Kings Table : A Feaſt of far 
things, and Wine on the Lees ; fart things 
Full of marrow, and Wine on the Lees well

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refined, He gladly ng of and oy 
braced the Invitation : Bur yer Iobſeryed , 
he durſt not adventure to go to the Kings 
Table, before he had firit read oyer the 
Memorial ot his Covenant, examined him- 
ſelf how he had kept it, Canteſt his preya= 
rications with ſorrow and Repenrance, and 
then proteſting the Reſolutions of his Soul 
to be more ſtrict and yield betrer obedience 
for the Future , again ſet his hand and ſub- 
{cribed his name to it as betore» And hay» 
ing thus r2newed his Covenant with the E- 
ternal, he went and fate down Wirth the reſt, 
at the King's Table , where I ſaw him pre» 
ſent the :ame to the Kiog, bepging. that he 
might hayethe Scal of urRenewetlikewile, 
which was preſently granted. And now 


 Mmethoughts [ could diſcern him to eatmore 


heartily, and. drink more freely at rhe 
Kings Table, then 1 had feen hum do ar 
Other times , when he was invited rhither ; 
and when th. Feaſt was oyer,he went away 
likewitc filied with a Joy as far exceeding 
what he had tormerly expreſſed , as the Joy 
ot Haryeſt exceeds that of the Seed time 3 
of the Joy of Marriage traniicends thoſe 
that flo only trom the firſt ovcrtures of ir: 


And as 1 afterwards heard him ackuow=s _ . 


tedge ir a Conference he had with fome cf 
the Pilgrims , it was the moſt rayishing 


-and. iranstorpipg Glimple , and the {weet-

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eſt, and the moſt ſarisfying Taſte of rh 
Erernal Felicity and Delighr*char is tobe 
had in the Celeſtial Paradice. 

Io this ſweet and Heavenly Frame he 
continued along time , ſtill calling ro bis 
fellow Pilgrims, and telling them rhe grear- 
neſs of thot- Joys » and the {weetne's of that 
pleaſure which the Erernal poured into his 
Soul; and would frequently ſay, O what a 
wonder it is tharDivine patience hath born 
with me thus long. Merhinks it is a won- 
derthat the Erernal should nor feed me 
with Wrath , with Gall and Wormwood , 
with fire and Brimſtone; and that he hath 
nor Cloathed me with fury and flames , 
with indignation and Vengeance ! Bur O it 
is yet a greater, nay an 1ofinitely greater 
wonder that he sho:11d feed me with Mercy 
and Loye, Grace and Goodneſs, and 
Cloath me with pardon and forgiyenels ! 
Thar heshould give himlſelfrome, as my 
happineſs and portion , and give me leaye 
upon all occafions ro make uſeof him as my 
Inheritance and Treaſute!-And that rather 
thanl ſhould want , he ſhould Bountifully 
make me a continual and perpetual Feaſt ;

thereupon prevai''d with ro meddle a littte

The Pugroms Progreſs. x6 
where he ſaw a World of Sin and Wicks 
edneſs, Curſing, Swearing, and Blaſpheme 
ing God, Thefts and Kapine, and mur- 
ehur, Irreligion , Breaking the Sabbath 
and prophaning every thing which was 
Sober and Sacred 3 And as the conſequence 
hereof , great variety of rormenting pains 
and perplexing milery , attending of, and 
talling on the [nba'ztants thereof : Then 
calting his eyes a litcle lower , he ſaw T4- 
phet, the place which the Eternal had made 
for the Reprobate : A place exceeding deep 
and large, the pile whereof was Fire, and 
much Wood, and the Breath of the Lord, 
like a perpecual ſtream of Brimftone, doth 
kindle it: Where he ſaw an innumerable 
company of vaio and impertinent W :etches, 
weeping and wailing, and gnafhing their 
teeth , and butterly bemoaning and lament- 
ing themſelves and howling in thoſe diſmal 
flames, Then he litted his eyes to Eden, 
where he took a View of the happy place, 
where the Eternal firſt made Proclamation 
of mercy , and declared rhe Riches and 
Glory of his free Grace and Loye , in the 
choice and proviſion of a Redeemer,ſaying,

perts head. Then he removed his eye tO 
Cansan , where he beheld the Temple, the 
Sacritices , and all rhe other Types and 


Figures that weze livaly repreſentations ol 
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is eyes towards » and took a veiw of Bees 
tbel:m , Egypt, Nazareth, Fordan, Feruſa- 
lem, and th- reſt of the Cities of Fudah, the 
Mount of Transfiguration, the upper 
Room , where the Blefſed Redeemer In- 
Ricuted his laſt Supper , the Garden beyoad 
the brook Cedron , where he endured his 
Agony, and was Betrayed. the High 
Prictt*s Hail ,where that blefſed Face which 
was fairer then the Children of men , was 
Spit on, andin ſcorn and derifion covered 
and buft-tred; rhe Judgment Hall, whether 
he was carried by thole ungrateful Fews , 
and where he was Condemned by the Ro- 
man Governor , Firit to be 1n a moſt inhy- 
mane manner Cruelly Scourged with 
Whips, and beaten with I|Keeds, and then 
his Royal Head to be barbarouſl; Crown- 
ed with a Diadem of Thorns : And after 
all this, by a moſt unjuſt Sencence, deliver= 
edrobe Crucified , only to gratifie the im- 
portunity and clamour of a muliiude. From 


thence he direCed his eye ro Golgatha , 


where he ſaw him as an Eternal High Prieſt, 
after the order of Melchiſedeck,, ofter up 
himſelf as a Sacrifice to Divine Juſtice; and 
then to the Sepulchre,where he ſaw him1lye 
three days, asa Teſtimony that he was re 
ally dead; and on the third day riſe again , 
as an aſſurance that he had paid the __ 
io 
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moſt farthing ht AAP FM, 
and that the Ecernal was fully & compleate 
ly Satisfied. And from hence he followed 
him through ſeveral places ro Mounc Olives, 
'whence he ſaw him Aſcend rv the Celeſtial 
Paradice , there to prepare a place for him, 
And now methoughts I could eafily diſcern 
him to be exceedingly fiiled with admiratt» 
on and wonder , atthis blefſed and glort- 
ous Sight , following him with his eyes ro 
the very entrance of Paradice, and looking 
in after him, he beheld a little glimple of 
the ſurprifing Beauty and inexpreflibly 
Glory ani iplendor of the place. 

Now you may Well imagine that after 
ſuch cransforming Sights as theſe, he was 
able torrample under toot all thatcoldneſs y 
deadnets and indifterency which he carried 
up with him,and by that means was Enabl= 
ed ro Walk withour wearineſs, and ran 
without fainting, like a man whoſe Fer 
ters were jult now knock: off, and all thoſe 
cloggs wherewith he was- wont to be hin« 
dred , were removed. And yer after all 
this I could percerve heloſt ſight of ir again, 
and thereby he loſt much of thar comforr 
and-conſolation which the light of ir yields 
ed him; and indeed the whole way , both 
before and after this, lay over Hills and 
Dales, ſometimes on the Mount, and ſomes= 
tines in the Valley, ſometimes he could bc

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hold the Sun of Rightcoutneſs ariſing up- 
on him., with healing under his Wings , 
darting his glorious Beams , and conveying 
| his refreſhing and exhilerating Influences 


' into his Soul , and at other times he was (o 


benighted, and ſuch fable Clouds interpoled 


between him and Paradice, that he was fo 


far from ſeeing the S11n , that he was nax 
-able to diſcern either Moon or Stars, Some- 
times he would be walking with the Yon of 
the BlefI:d , who was the beloyed and the 
darling of bis Soul, in the Gardens of 
Spices , ſatiating himſe}t with Loye , and 
the mutual embaces and cnjoyment of each 

other ;' and yet ar ocher times his Beloyed 

would withdraw and bide himſelf behind 

the wall , ſo that he could not find him , 
alcho* he enquired after him, andit may beg 
when he did appear he- would only vouch» 
ſafe ro look on him through the window, 
or ſhew himſelf through the Lerrice. 

Yer towards the latter endof his Jour 
ney , when he drew nearerto Paradice, the 
path wherein he walked, became more 
{mooth and fruitful; and the little winged 
Choriſters , wherewith the blooming and 
fregrant G1oves on either fide of it » were 
replenished;laug more {weetly than they 
were wont to do, and the Airlikewiſe be» 
Came more ſerene: and clear , the reaſon of 


which was , becaule the Beloved of bis

ſo, bur thar he had ſome intermiſſions, 
ſome ups and ſome downs , ſome Sun and

And thus I ſaw rhar through abundance 
of rhoſe viciſſitades and chanzes, hecame 
at laſt ro acertain River or narrow Sea , 
which parts berween 'the Wilderneſs and 
.Paradice : Through which he was of necel- 
fity ro pals, in regard there was no other 
way togoit, Now the Name of this Ri- 
ver was anciently called ford in , bur more 
modernly known by the name of Djfſvluti- 
on; he was ſomewhat forrowful , wacn he 
firſt ſaw the River and beg 1n ro ſhrink and 
tremble for fear , anJ was ready to wish 
thar che paſſing through that River , which 
was iodilpleaſingro nature, were nor the 
way to Paradice. Bur conſidering with 
himſelf chat there was no other way , that 
he was unworthy of a Crown, if he would 
nor willingly adventure through a narrow,

of taken away by his Redeemers paſſing 
thro''gh it before him, he pluckt up his 
Spirits, and royz? up his rwo Friends FaitÞ 
and Hope , to affilt himin, and bare bim

longer in his Stays then formerly , yer not 
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company through rhe River , rellingthem 
that this was the 1:ſt rimerbat eyery they 
conld poſſibly have an opportunity to 
afford him any affiſtance; for ſaid h>, fo 
foon aseyer I reach rhe further ſhore, I miſt 
there take my Erernal leave of you; forT 
ſhall no ſooner bave. ſer my foot on that 
Blefſed Land , bur Faith shall be immediar. 
ly rurned into Viſion , and imperfect 
Hope changed imto perfect Fruition ;- and 
then conrapionſly entered the River,ſaving, 
O Death where is thy ſling ! O Grave Where is 
#by Viftory! The S:ing of Death i> taken 
away , and Victory of the Graye obrained 
for me, by the Son of the Bleſſed, who 
hath Redeemed my Soul trom borh. in the 
day of his Crucifixion, when and where he 
erected Trophies of his own and my 
Victory, upon their ruine and deſtruction, 
ſpoiling Principalities and Powers , and 
leading captivity captive. When he firſt 
entred, heonly waded therein, bur after a 
firtle while it proved ſo deep, that he was 
forced ro ſwim, whe: ein he rook abun- 
dance of pains, and laboured hard to keep 
himſelf aboye Warer , ſtill lifring up his 
facerowards, and fixing his eye on the Re- 
compence of Reward, the ſweerneſs and 
Glory of which Sighr, did very much al- 
leviate the pains and troubleſomenels of his 
paſſage, and made it eafie ro him , and 
made him ſpeak much ofthe {weer effects

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of Divine Goode and pore and ofthe 
Beauty, Order and Glory Quierude, Peace- 
ableneſs, and Unity of the placero which he 
was goings And he conrinued ro go until 
he came to the other fide, when drawing 
nearer the ſhore more plain , and gerting a 
diſcovery of the Glory of the Heavenly 
Country , he did with a delightful ſmile 
ive aſudden ſtart, and leaped on shore 
aying , Farewel for ever thou dangerous 
and ſtormy Sea, for IT haye now paſſed thee, 
and am arrivedin afafe, a till, and an E- 
ternal Harbor ; When he firſt entered the 
River, he had till abour him 'ome Re- 
mainder of Corriiption, and was cloathed 
with Mortaliry and ImperfeCtion , all 
which he left behind him in the River, and 
ſo ſ50n as ever he was got on the other fide, 
I could plainly perceive thar he had norhing 
remaining in him , or cleaying to bim , bur 
what was perfect , pure and immortal. 
Now Itaw, that as ſoon as ever he came 
on Shore, he was received , and welcomed
